At the Belle Glade goyernment 
waterways hearing on Tuesday,

glades Fire Contmol District, pre» 
sented a statement fon the record, 
which gives a' complete outline of] 
^he projects proposed for the 
Glades "area. d 

If these suggested improvements] 
arè ever made it is-certain thag 
there wili be a. mich enlarged and 
Impéoved waterway, drainage. ir- 
rigatión and fire control system in| 
Mie entire Glades, — It will also! 
provide for storage systems, new 
dikes for retention of water, and 
provisions for fresh water supplies 
for the enst coast and south Fior- 
ida citjes. 


1. Clear al] main canals'of Fver- | 
Klades Drainage District of hya- 
cinths and lettuce, including Bol- 
les.and cfoss canais. 

2. Dredge Miami Canal to depth 
of six feet for full 79 miles. of its 
length. Records show that. this 
cana} was never finished and ap- 
proxímately 43 miles. (from ^a 
point 12 miles south of the lakı 
lo à point 55 miles south of the 
lake) remain unconstructed. This 
stretch should also be completed 
to a depth of six feet. 

'/2-A. Dredge West Palm Beach j 
Canal east of Twenty-mile Bend, 
taking.out present humps between 
the Bend and the Rangeline Canal.

Night Blow 


A high wind that reached almost 
. the 70 mile speed, blew in from 
the south over Lake Okeechobee, 
last Friday afternoon and night, 
Yeaching Almost hurricane velocity. 
Its dimage extensive and 
hehvy, taking toll in several ways. 
First, it did no good to the field 
crops: Beans and peas were lifted 
from the ground, and tomatoes 
' chilled so that their stems wilted. 
The damage yas as great as [f 
Ú frost had come. Many roofs 
were loosened up «nd some blown 
off, and' considerable ` property 
damage is reported over tlie area. 
However, the wind which blew 
55 to TO miles at times, played 
havoc to. the boats engaged in the 
dike revetment work along Lake 
Okeechobee on the Pahokee-Canal 
Point lgke front. i 

The Plow Boy took its second 
dive to the bottom of the lake; 
the bucket dredge D-1 was blown 
onto the shore rocks, as were also 
drill barges No. 3 and 4. The pipe 
fine from the dredge Welatka waa 
blown over and required several 
days labor to replace. 

Close watch was kept on the 
dynamite barges to see that they 
did not break ‘their anchorage. 
AI in all the crew workmen had 
^n bad night of it, as officials stated 
it was the worst night that "had 
ber s experienced sińce work start- 

„ed ón the dike project back 
1933. 

The high wind also caused the 
waters to pile up against the dike, 
and at Pahokee the water was chn- 
-tirely over the intake stand on the 
lake front, and water fully up to 
the 20 foot level. Hyacinths alsó 
clogged around the intake inter- 
fering with water service.
